Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants argue, "Applicants respectfully request entry of this amendment as no new issues are raised by the 
amendment and it places the application in condition for allowance. Specifically, the amendment to claim 1 [that the active layer be 
formed directly on the mesa structure] has already been considered by the Examiner on page 5 of the Final Office Action."
